"What makes a small town, or rather why docs a 
small town remain a small town?", This query was 
addressed today to one o£ Antioch's prominent business 
men by a representative of the Antioch News, who was 
somewhat astounded to hear the business man's prompt 
but brief answer, "Small people." 

Hard words,, tliosc^ but do they not start a train 
of thought that should lead to a frank and helpful 
sclf-aiulysis? 

Asked to elucidate upon his laconic expression, the 
business man did so with no hesitancy. All large, pro- 
gressive towns, he said, were once small towns. Wliat 
made them grow into wcU-planncd, wcll-orga nixed 
centers of population? Did they just grow up unguid- 
ed and. in haphazard manner such as were built in the 
new fai^nd gold fields or oil producing areas, which 
were destined to become "ghost towns** when: the na- 
tural resource dwindled? Tliey did not. 

The wclI-ordercd city of today will be found to 
have had not only an advantage ia the matter of stra- 
tegic location, or some natural resource, but it has had 
also the guiding influence of some civic spirited group, 
such as a clumber of commerce or other organutation, 
Remembers of which have pooled their efforts to im- 
prove the community they selected as their home and 
the place of their business or professional activity.

The trutli of thli statement is attested by the facts 
as related to, the procrcM bei^ig made by any growing 
town. The cities along the North Shore of Lake 
Michigan are outstanding examples. Waukegan. Kc-. 
nosha, Racine and Milwaukee all have potentially the 
same natural advantag*^, and all arc showing progress 
even In spite of the depression. All have live cham- 
bers of commerce vicing with one another and creating 
the element of competition that has come to be rccog* 
nized as an essential to healthy progress in trade. 

Today's competition is not between individualf or 
firms in the same town, but is between whole com^ 
muniticf. It nutters little whether the stranger within 
our gates spends his dollar with Smith, Jones or Rab- 
inson, so long as he leaves his dollar and his good will 
in the community. "Small people" and unthinking 
merchanu are those who will send a customer out of 
town rather than see htm visit a so-called rival estab- 
lishment across the street. Petty Jealousies and unfair 
competitive business methods never promoted the 
general welfare' of any community, whereas, whole- 
hearted and intelligent co-operation has built many 
thriving cities that had less to start with than has. 
Antioch. 
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Present day statistics tell us that only one small 
town in. ten is actually making a progress; the other 
nine are either at a standstill for the present, or are 
actually going backward. 

Antioch needs an active chamber of commerce. 
The town enjoys the unique advantage of being the 
hub of the lake region of Northern Illinois and 
Southern Wisconsin. What are we going to do about 
it? 

A chamber of commerce with a nearly 100 per 
cent membership among the business and professional 
interests will answer that question in terms of com- 
munity growth and progress if given a chance to act.

Milk--5}ne quart for oach child; 

one pint for each adult, Including 

milk uaed In preparing cooked foods. 

Vegetables — a acrvlng of ono raw 

and ono cooked vegetable. 

Frulla— Two dally, one of them 
citrous. 

Cereals— two. Including bread; one 
whole-grained. 

Moat and meat substitute — meat, 
cheoflo, llsh, eggs, beans. lentils. 

Fat — such as butter, cream, or 
vegetable oils. 
Water eight glasses. 
Food authorities advls© dividing 
the food money Into fifths, as fol* 
lows: 1. Vegetables and fruit; 2. 
Milk and cheese; 3. Meats, fish or 
eggs; 4. Bread and cereals; 6. Fats, 
sugar and other groceries. 

Another classification calls for one- 
fourth of the amount for milk prod- 
ucts, and less than one-sixth for 
meats, poultry and fish. 

Among the best ways of cutting 
down on food expenditure Is to buy 
fnilts and regetables In season, buy 
balk goods. In large quantities If 
possible; use dried fruits and vece* 
tables when you can; uncooked cer- 
eals; cheaper cuts of meat, and the 
less expensive canned goods. 

Among the more Inexpenslre cuts 
of meat and fish are for^^shank, flank, 
brisket, liter (beef) tongue, heart, 
hlndshank, dried beef, rump, shoul- 
der cuts, neck, cola, cod and^aalmon
